HE KING and St. George's Rifles.—In the 
gardens of Buckingham Palace last Saturday Kin 
Edward inspected the Ist Middlesex (Victoria an: 
Bt. George's) Rifles, the occasion being the centenary 
of the establishment of the corps, which was founded 

1n 1808. Upon the arrival of His Majesty a Royal sulute 
was given, and the King inspected tue lines, after which 
there was a march-past in column and quarter-column, 
concluding with an advance in line and review order, In 
addressing the battalion in complimentary terms, His 
Majesty referred to the good work it had done in 1803, 
when the country was in dire peril, and to the fact that so 
many of its members had distinguished themselves in the 
late war in South Africa. Colonel O-ocks, who had 640 
men on parade, having thanked His Majesty for the great. 
honour done the corps, Major-General L. J, Oliphant, 
commanding the Home District, addressed a few words to 
the men and called for three cheers for the King, which were 
heartily given. 

Birth of a Prince.—H.R.H. Princess Charles of 
Denmark (Princess Maud, the youngest child of the King 
and Queen) gave birth to a son at Appleton House, Sand- 
ringham, last Thursday evening. The infant Prince comes 
twelfth in the line of succession to the English throne and 
sixth in the line of succession to the throne of Denmark. 
He is the eighth grandchild of Their. Majesties, and is 
Princess Charles's first child. Prince and Princess Charles 
of Denmark were married in 1896, and at her wedding the 
Princess made it a stipulation that she and her husband 
should live at least six months in the year in this country. 
Prince Charles is the second son of the Crown Prince o 
Denmark (the Queen’s brother), and was born in 1870. He 
is a lieutenant in the Danish Navy and has the rank of an 
honorary Hieutenant in the British Navy. On Sunday the 
King ran down to Sandringham to visit his daughter and 
his latest grandchild ; Her Majesty the Queen having gone 
down some days earlier. 


President Loubet’s; Visit.—M. Emile: Loubet, 
President of the French Republic, paid an official visit to 
England this week, and remained for three days the guest 
of the nation at St. James’s Palace. The President and bis 
suite left Paris at seven o'clock on Monday morning, and 
travelled to London vii Boulogne and Dover. A double 
line of battle-ships and cruisers, extending over two miles, 
was assembled off the English coast to greet the dis- 
tinguished visitor; and H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught, 
with the members of the French Embassy in London, 
awaited him on the pier at Dover. The warmth of the 
reception accorded when M. Loubet disembarked from the 
French cruiser Guichen was remarkable, and cannot bave

HE Postal authorities give notice that during the 
summer and autumn many parcels containin, 

strawberries, currants, raspberries, ant 

other*kinds of soft fruit are sent by el Post. 

‘The juice which leaks from such parcels when their 
contents are ill-packed causes serious damage to other 
goods opnveyed along with them, and uent loss to 
the department by way of compensation. Such cases were 
last year very frequent, and the rules upon the subject areto 
be more stringently enforced. Soft fruit cannot be sent by 
post without risk of damage to bw mone unless it is во 
packed that the juice cannot leak бөр ы the covering. 
One of the best ways of packing soft fruit (the notice 
states) is«to use a box of wood or tin with a very tightly 
fitting lid, and a covering sufficiently thick to absorb any 
leakage from the fruit in transit. 16 is an offence to send 
by post any article or?thing whatsoevergwhich is likely to 
injure other postalfpackets in course of conveyance, and 
the Postmaster-General may be advised to take proceedings 
where great"negligence in packing has been shown and 
serious damage has been done.
